This convention is looked forward to as 
a hiatory-making event for the church in 
America. &net ita temporary ofgnnica- 
tion lait anmmer interest in the move- 
ment has become widespread.

It ia expected 
that the convention will make some po.si- 
tive declarations upon niatters of current 
national interest, such as the position of 
the church in the Philippines. It will 
effect a permanent organisation for future 
work, and its oKcera will probably in- 
clude some of the most prominent and 
consptcnous Roman Catholics in the 
country.

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THE CITY TAX RATE.

As the time approaches for levy- 
ing the city tax rate for next year 
suggestions and estimates are 
being offered the Coancll. There 
are tho«e who insist on a low and 
lower tax rate, and others who 
favor a higher rate and more effi- 
cient administraliou of city affairs. 
The low taxers controlled the last 
Council and gave us two years of 
that regime, despite the vetoes of 
Mayor Weaver, who based his op- 
position on the cronnd that the r«te 
was too low to yield the revenue 
needed for the proper conduct of 
the city's business. Much as we 
desire a low tax rate, results prove 
\! lyor Weaver was right. The city 
departments have not been effi- 
ciently conducted with a just return 
to the people for tbxes paid nor the 
protection and advancement of the 
city's interests. 

People pay city taxes for police 
and fiK protection, for safety, peace, 
conveniences and comforts, which 
it is the duty of the city govern- 
, ment to give them. During the 
past two years the people have not 
received these. The principal argu- 
ment of the low taxers is the in- 
crease in value of assessments, but 
they ignore the fact that the city's 
area, population and needs have 
also increased. With the suburbs 
I^uisville covers a large area, all of 
which is subject to city taxes and 
entitled to all city benefits. The 
itral part of the city has Uttle 
•for complaitat, 1aat the sub- 
get practically nothing in re- 
turn for their taxes. In the sub- 
urbs the sight of a policeman is a 
novelty, and residenta are subject 
;o annoyance and pilfering from 
'rowdies. In case of fire, because 
of a lack of streets and water facil- 
ities, they are without protection. 
For want of sewers they have no 
drainage. At night they are in 
darkness. They have neither gas 
nor water connection, and only a 
few wells. For want of streets 
they wade through the mud. Yet 
they pay taxes for all those things. 
This is an injtistice as welt as an 
injurious policy. As a rf suit sub- 
urban development has stopped; 
property has depreciated instead of 
enhanced. The people are dissatis- 
fied and anxious to sell out if they 
can obtain anything near the cost 
of their homes, but suburban prop 
erty is a drug on the market and 
the city derives only a nominal sum 
from taxes ou this extensive area, 
which should and will under a just 
and wise administration develop, 
build up and increase in value and 
in. city revenue. 

And it is the same to a great ex- 
tent all over the dty. Property is 
not a profitable investment; capital 
avoids it and with the exception of a 
few central localities improvement 
has stopped and decadence and de- 
preciation are manifest. All over 
the city property is for sale or rent. 
With the city government cutting 
everything to the lowest possible 
figure, the entire business of the 
city seems to have been lotcfd down 
to the same cheap, unrcmunerative 
level and our merchants, manufact- 
urers and corporations seem to fol- 
low suit and cut each other's 
[throats, reducing their expenditures 
Kq^carryiHg on their affairs and the 
utnber and pay of employes, 
^Louisville's ambition, or at least 
the aim of those who controlled her 
affairs, has been to be rated a cheap 
;y. They have succeeded too 
the city's good. It is really 
[t every one, from the 
/est, i» compelled 
Jxrth ends 
lur- 



ing new fields of enterprise shun 
cheap towns. As a New York 
printer, formerly of LonisvOlc, puts 
it, "Louisville is a nice city to live 
in, but a poor place to make a liv- 
ing. ' ' Capitalists, business men and 
skilled laborers leave here to invest 
their money, devote their talents 
and industry to obtain better re- 
sults elsewhere, and while it is true 
that the city has increased in popu- 
lation, it is not of a class that adds 
to its wealth, being chiefly negroes 
or a class of whites who bring 
nothing with them, whose labor 
adds nothing to the community, 
and who are too often not even de- 
sirable neighbors; but they work 
cheap and therefore supplant the 
better, more productive and skilled 
add energetic elements, who are 
forced to emigrate, to the city's loss 
in the end. 

It is time for Louisville to waUe 
up. We have been too long run- 
ning a cheap town, with the only 
result that cheap methods can 
bring a city of over 200,000 the 
ennui and antiquated methods of a 
country village, lacking the enter- 
prise to employ its people and offer- 
ing no future hope to its rising 
generation. 

Let us try mnning a live toyrn, 
shake off the easy-gdng- old way, 
de%-ote less attention to seeking the 
cheapest, and try the best that 
promises ^ogress and profit. And 
in this the city government must 
take the first step, not in squeezing 
to the lowest tax rate regardless of 
results, but in providing for a full 
and efficient administration of the 
city's business, giving the people 
those thing; which it is its duty to 
provide. We need more good and 
clean streets and alleys, more sew- 
ers, more lights, more and purer 
water, more police, improvement 
and additions to the fire depart- 
ment, and finally more attention to 
the city's busimess and less to 
politics. 

This will undoubtedly take more 
money and possibly an increase in 
the tax rate, though this may be 
avoided by stopping factional con- 
tention and' litigation that have re- 
tarded city business and cost thou- 
sands of dollars in late years and by 
a strict attention to duty. It will 
give the people what they pay for 
and expect from the city, and a 
higher tax rate will be, therefore, 
cheaper and' more satisfectory than 
a low tax rate for which they re- 
ceive nothing. 

A low tax rate is desirable, but 
it must be based on business sense, 
and not niggardliness; on an eco- 
nomic estimate of the city's needs, 
and not a mere show of saving by 
curtailing what the people are en- 
titled to and it is the city's duty to 
provide. We hope the Mayor and 
Council will have the courage to 
do their duty, and that is to thor- 
oughly investigate the city depart- 
ments, learn what is needed for 
them to fully and efficiently carry 
on the biuuneas assigned them; sum 
up the total, levy a tax rate to pro- 
vide the needed revenue and make 
the appropriations; then see that 
the money is properly expended 
and the city's business attended to 
in every department. 

Of course the croakers will croak; 
they will croak anyhow; are croak- 
ing now even at the results of their 
own cheap policy. But the indus- 
trious and progressive element, who 
pay the bulk, of the taxes, and 
whose activt' energy build up cities, 
will be better satisfied. We will 
have more live business and ad- 
vancemeut and make Louisville a 
Mecca for ambitious and go-ahead 
people, rather than the sleepy, old 
fogy, cheap way-station, to be 
.bandoned and shunned, as it is. 



ENQUSn FLATTERY RESUMED 



The flattery of America and 
Americans by the English Govern- 
ment and pre.ss several months ago 
is recalled by a resumption of this 
fawning, coupled with a warning 
against England's whilom friend, 
Germany. The previous flattery 
failed to bring about closer rela- 
tions or the desired Anglo-Saxon 
alliance; the United States did not 
co-operate with Kiiglaiid in the 
Chinese muddle, but looked out for 
American interests only, and while 
the United States made friends of 
all the world and China, too, and 
has gained much in prestige and 
trade, England lost both. Then 
the United S'ates stood pat and 
came out ahead of England in the 
Alaska boundary question, to the 
chagrin of England and anger of 
Canada. The United States also 
firmly refused to yield a single 
point on the Isthmi&n canal treaty, 
maintained strict neutrality as to 
the South African war, selling sup- 
plies, arms and ammunition to the 
Boers, and hotses and mules to the 
English, putting money into Amer- 
ican coffers, regardless of results in 
South Africa. Next the blarsted 
American went scurrying the world 
over, supplanting British trade 
everywhere, and finally pushed 
into Great Britain to drive the 
British mannfacttuwm and traders 
out of their home market. 

l-'ngland's affection for America 
seemed to cool, and Germany 
became the object of her fawning, 
and a plea made for European 
unity to protect trade from Ameri- 
can aggressiveness. But Germany, 
notwithstanding a secret treaty, 
left England in the lurch in China; 
has become indifferent, if not dis- 
posed to be hostile in regard to 
South Africa; is pushing her best 
sugar and wares into British mark- 
ets, and finally, resenting a slur of 
Chamberlain on the German army, 
the people and press are holding 
meetings and formulating protests 
that are neither complimentary nor 
affectionate toward England. The 
English press seem to realize they 
have not cajoled Germany, and 
have forebodings as to her aims and 
future attitude toward England. 
The flattery of Germany has been 
changed to insinuations of Cerman 
enmity and rivalry against Amer- 
ica and English declarations of 
affection and solicitude for Amer- 
ica's future, with a plea for Anglo- 
Saxon alliance. The London Daily 
Chronicle, referring to the anti- 
English demonstrations in Ger- 
many, says: 

"It should be plain to thoughtful 
Americans that this agitation in 
Germany is an expression of an 
animus not aimed exclusively at 
one branch of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. It is probable that if South 
Africa were peaceful, the Philip- 
pines would be the subject of Ger- 
man pen and pencil fantascies. ' ' 

The Chronicle recalls the Dewey- 
Diedrichs incident in Manila bay as 
an evidence of German hatred to- 
ward Americans, and quotes from 
Sidney Brooks' article in the Atlan- 
tic Monthly to prove "the necessity 
for an alliance between the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples."

agon railwriSTy eUy to have them 
move into the territory south of the 
railway and open up a new line of 
communication. Twelve British 
columns followed the Boers, who 
suddenly disappeared and have re- 
sumed their old positions to the 
north of the nttway, where at this 
season fevers and disease do not 
prevail and food is plentiful, the 
reverse conditions prevailing in the 
south district which the Boers 
evacuated and the English now 
occupy. 

Lord Kitchener holds his position 
at Pretoria and communication 

with Johannesburg by blockhouses, 
railway garrisont , raiding columns 
and a constabulary furoe, while the 
forces of Methuen, Kakewich and 
Hicke are kept busy in the v^me 
way maintaining communication 
between Pretoria and the west and 
Cape Town, the base of British 
supplies. 

Thus it is a game of see-saw, 
with comparatively no loss to the 
Boen, and a constant harrassing, 
change of base and hurried move- 
ments, with occasional serious loss 
to the English in fighting, while 
heavier loss from disease and ex- 
haustion is not reported. The 
extent of this may be judged from 
the fact that England is sending 
every available addier and bnjring 
horses and mhles by the thousands 
for South Africa, for though Kitch- 
ener has at least 200,000 men he 
needs more to overcome the 15,000 
Boers in the field — that is the esti- 
mate given of the Boer forces.

Perhaps the reason England 
turns her back ou Germany is 
because it is not a partner in 
misery she is looking for, as she 
could not hope for much aid from 
such a partner, and it is aid that 
England needs and is seeking. 
England is suffering from financial 
trade and industrial depre.ssion that 
drives the Government into the 
market to borrow . money, her cor- 
poration stocks to depreciate be- 
cause yielding no revenue, her 
manufacturers and merchants to 
dose down or fednce working 
forces, her laboring people to be idle 
and her work-houses full of pau- 
pers. Germany is not yet seriously 
affected finiitdally, but is experi- 
encing a trade and industrial 
depression that has bankrupted 
merchants, forced manufacturera to 
close down or reduce their output 
and export their product to be sold 
at any price, rendering workers 
idle, there being 45,000 workmen 
idle in Berlin alone. A partner 
with the cash and prosperitj' is the 
only one that England expects help 
from.

Calile dispatches from Rome ouiivt-y 
the pleasing; intelligence that the Tope, 
at a .special audience granted to Dr. 
William Murphy, the rector of the Irish 
College, and a deputation of students ex- 
tolled tbe fidelity of Catholic Inland and 
oflriahmen all over the world to tbe 
Holy See. He spoke of tbe Irish party 
mission now in tbe United States, and 
expressed satisfaction at the friendly re- 
ception granted by I'resident Roosevelt 
to its niemi)ers. He re.narked that the 
Irish element is one of the causes of 
America's vitality and greatness. Tlie 
Pontiff closed tbe andience by bestowing 
the Apostolic benediction on all Irishmen 
in the old country and iu tbe new world. 

Prom London oomca the aewa that the 
miasion of llaaara. Redmond, McHugb 
and O'Donnell to tbe United States in 
behalf of tbe Irish party has been almost 
entirely ignored by the Knglish press, 
their reception liy I'resident Roosevelt 
being mentioned in two lines. Tbe only 
extended reference to their visit took tbe 
form of an apparently officially in^ired 
paragraph predicting that the mission 
will be an utter failure. 

The Iridi aitwUion ia caning intense 
UBcnsineaB to the British Government, as 
the United Irish League is }uat as potent 
as the Land Leagttc was , te ita greateat 
days. But there is no crime to sfford a 
pretext foi enforcing the coercion act, 
th£ people having taken the advice of 
their leaders to avoid anythiag of that 
kind. 

In Great Britain, too, tbe League has 
Jost demonstrated its strength at Dews- 
bury, where an important ParHamenUry 
election is pending and tbe Irish vote is 
considerable. The local branch of tbe 
Ivcagne obtained from Runciman, tbe 
Liberal-Imperialist candidate, every re- 
quired pledge on tbe Irish question, even 
in direct antagonism to the recent apos- 
tasies of bis leaders.
